An Act to provide for the purchase of a tract of land oa 
the Atlantic coast in the county of Monmouth, and to 
vacate certain streets and to take and extinguish certain 
easements thereon and therein. 

Freami»ie. Whereas, the Quartermaster-general, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the fifth section of a supplement to an act for 
the organization of the national guard of New Jersey, 
approved March ninth, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-nine, which said supplement was approved April 
twenty- ninth, one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
four, did make an agreement subject to certain condi- 
tions, to purchase a tract of land on the Atlantic coast at

Public laws to I, Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
De published, ^j^ ^^^^ ^ j^^^ Jersey, That the public laws of this state 

passed at each session of the legislature shall be published 
in the newspapers in the several counties, to be selected and 
designated as hereinafter provided.

A Joint Resolution relative to the arbitration of alleged taxes 
in arrear under the charter and supplements of the Mor- 
ris and Essex Railroad Company.

Joint Resolution to enable the state of New Jersey to take 
part in the celebration of the centennial anniversary of 
the framing of the fisderal constitution* 

Whereas, in response to a joint resolution passed by the 
legislature of tiie state of New Jersey on the second day 
of June, anno domini one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six, the governors and representatives of the thir- 
teen original states assembled in the city of Philadelphia 
on the seventeenth day of September, anno domini one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-six, and there con- 
sidered the propriety of a -nationsd celebration of the 
framing of the constitution of the United States of 
America; whereupon such proceedings were by them 
taken that a national call was issued and responded 
to by all the states and territories and resulted in the or- 
ganization in Philadelphia, on the second day of Decem- 
ber, anno domini one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
six, of a constitutional centennial commission, clothed 
with authority to devise plans and measures to secure a 
celebration worthy of the great event intended to be com- 
memorated ; and whereas^ the programme by said body 
adopted includes a military display in which the United 
States shall be invited to be represented by each of its 
military and naval service, and the several states and ter- 
ritories by their militia ; and whereas^ invitations to par- 
ticipate in the said celebration are extended to the gover- 
nors of each state and to the judiciary and legislatures of 
the same, and to the representatives of the several de- 
partments thereof; therefore, 

I. Be IT RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the invitation thus extended 
is, upon the part of the legislature of the state of New Jer- 
sey, cordially accepted, and that the governor is hereby 
authorized and requested to take such action as may be best 
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fitted in his judgment to secure a representation of the state 
by its militia which shall be worthy of the occasion; and the 
governor is authorized and empowered to make his requisi- 
tion upon the treasury to meet the necessary and proper 
expenses not exceeding in all the sum of twenty-five hun-^ 
dred dollars to carry out the provisions of this resolution^ 
and the comptroller is hereby authorized to draw his war- 
rant for the same, and the governor shall cause an accurate 
and detailed account to be kept of the expenditures and 
shall cause the same to be filed, together with the proper 
vouchers, with the comptroller, who shall report the same 
to the next session of the legislature.

Joint Resolution authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mission to ascertain the value of the shore fisheries on 
the Delaware river below Trenton, with a view to their 
purchase by the state. 

Whereas, The shore fisheries in this state on the Delaware 
river are, with few exceptions, operated by persons not 
residents of this state; and whereas ^ disputes and legal 
controversies are of frequent occurrence between purchas- 
ers of riparian rights from the state, citizens of the state 
engaged in gill net fishing, and those operating the shore 
fisheries, as to their respective rights ; and whereas^ large 
numbers of fish are annually taken in the nets used by 
the shore fishermen which are almpst valueless on ac- 
count of their small s^^ze, thereby greatly diminishing 
this valuable food supply ; therefore, 
I. Be it resolved by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey ^ That the governor and comptroller 
of this state are hereby authorized and directed to appoint 
three commissioners to ascertain the value of the rights 
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claimed by the owners of the shore fisheries on the Dela- 
ware river below Trenton, with a view to the purchase of 
the same by the state, in order that the right of fishery in 
the said waters may be rendered forever free to all the citi- 
zens of this state. 

2. And be U tesolved^ That said commission shall make a 
•detailed report of the value of the aforesaid rights to the 
legislature at its next session, and that the expenses of said 
^commission shall be paid by the treasurer, on the warrant 
of the comptroller, to an amount not exceeding five hun-
